The Work Before the Next United 
States Senate. 


KNOTTY POINTS TO BE DECIDED. 


fre Political Developments of a Day in 
the Federal Capital Noted—Polit- 
ical News of Interest. 


Wasninaton, October 14.—[Special.]— 
Judge Crisp, of Georgia, is here. 

Hoe expresses himself as very confident 
of his success in the speakership contest, 

He is on his way to Ohio to enter the 
campaign there. He will make ten 
speeches for Campbell and the democratic 
party. The first will be at Cincinnati. 
Judge Crisp never looked better. He. is 
very much pleased at the outspoken stand 
in his favor taken by Congressman Hemp- 
hill, of South Carolina, in the matter of 


the speakership. 

Judge Crisp feels sanguine of democratic 
success all along the line this year, and 
points to the result of yesterday’s muni- 
cipal election in Indianapolis as a signifi- 
cant straw, showing which way the politi- 
cal wind is blowing. As to next year he 
says there can be no doubt of democratic 
success, no matter who the republicans 
may put up. He has, he says, no fears 
of any untoward action of the alliance in 
Georgia and the south. 

Work for the Senate. 

The next session of the senate will be en- 
livened by proceedings growing out of the fact 
that there are two claimants toa seat in that 
body from Idaho—Dubois and Cloggett, and 
two for a Florida seat—Mr. Call, the incum- 
bent, and ex-Representative Davidson. 

Interest in the Idaho case has been practic- 
ally discounted by the developments made at 
the close of the last congress. With the Flor- 
ida case itis different. Senator Call isin the 
city. He is confident that he will be sworn in 
with the rest of the senators, whose terms com- 
menced on the 4th of last March. He does 
not think that Davidson’s claims are of suffi- 
cient validity to warrant his efforts to secure 
aseatin the senate being dignified by the 
term ‘‘contest,’’ 

The senator today tatked about the case, He 
was asked if 1t was sui generis. 

“Oh, no,”” was the reply, ‘‘my claim to the 
seat does not ditferin any way from the claim 
upon which Senators Ransom, of North Caro- 
lina; Earles, of Louisiana; Butler, of South 
Carolina, and Power, of Montana, were seated. 
Mine, like the cases which I have mentioned, 
come under the act of 1860, the passage of 
which was advocated by Reverdy Johnson, of 
Maryland,in a celebrated speech. The law was 
enacted because it was feared that a lingering 
hostility in some of the southern states might 
prevent the election of United States senators. 
Mr. Johnson, in the speech which I have re- 
ferred to, expressly stated that the object was 
to prevent a majority in one branch of the leg- 
islature defeating the election of a senator. 
The law makes necessary a majority of all 
thé members elected to the Florida 
legislature, and a majority was present and 
voting. Itis true that seventeen members of 
the senate tied to Georgia in orderto prevent a 
majority of that body from voting. They got 
away before we-could arrest them and com- 
pel them to obey the oath which they had 
taken upon entering upon their functions. 

sesides my plain majority and clear title to 
my seat by the law of 1866, which the senate 
has repeatedly acted under, I might refer: to 
the fact that three-fourths, if not four-fifths, 
of the legislature were elected Call ‘men’ and 
were pledged to vote for my return to the 
senate.” 
Mr. Davidson's Contention. 

“What is Mr. Davidson’s contention?” was 
asked. 

“That the constitution of the state of 
Florida requires that there shall be a majority 
of each house to transact business, and that 
the election of a United States senatoris bu- 
siness. Governor Fleming, who has refused 
to certify the action of the legislature in my 
case, has nade public a defense of his course. 
Governor Fieming, I may say, does not know 
much of affairs. He has never before held 
any Official position. Perhaps, it was unneces- 
sary for me to make that statement, for 
the extent of his knowledge in the line 
indicated will be easily gauged when it is 
known thatin his defense he says that the 
United States senate has not understood what 
the law is, and has, in the past, been influ- 
enced by partisan considerations, and that he 
is satisfied that he has the correct opinion, and 
proposes that the United States senate should 
reverse its previous rulings on the subject. 
The contention is equally stupid and insulting 
to the United States senate.”’ 

‘*What other question is involved ?”’ 

“Some question has been made in reference 
to the constitutionality of making a joint as- 
sembly of the legislature an elective body, but 
the United States senate, the sole power author- 
ized tointerpret the law and decide the question, 
has uniformly and repeatedly decided it to be 
constitutional; and further, the state of 
Flornda has by its constitution, confirmed the 
constitutionality of the law, and required that 
the election of a senator be made in con- 
formity with it. The whole business of con- 
testing my right to a seat in the senate is, for 
the reasonsI have given, an insult to that 
body.” ’ : 

‘What about the governor having given a 
Certificate of election to Davidson ?” 

“That amounts to nothing. The governor 
Cannot certify that anybody is elected as sena- 
tor. All that he can do is to report that the 
legislature has taken such and such action. 
He is merely a reporter in the case. I sup- 
pose that what he has done‘ for Davidson will 
be reported to the senate by the vice president. 
The senate may possibly treat it with sufii- 
cient consideration to give it a reference to the 
committee on privileges and elections, but I 
hardly think it will. My certificate under the 
&reat seal of the state, given by the secretary 
of state, is sufficient to have me sworn in. 
The governor of the state cannot instruct the 
senate ofthe United States. He must take 
his instructions from that body which is alone 
competent to judge of the election and quali- 
fication of its members.”’ 


‘What is the rea) meaning of the fight made

“It was ® corporation fight. Certain rail- | 
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road corporations were mad because I have 
endeavored to prevent them from riding over 
the law and taking public lands in the state to 
which they have no right. In many cases 
they would dispossess honest and poor people 
who have settled upon the lands under the 
law and in good faith. I have talked with no 
one cognizant of the facts and the law, either 
inside or outside the senate, who does not say 
that there is really no contest of my seat." 
The Nebraska Governorship. 

Ex-Attorney General Garland today served 
notice on the attorneys for Acting Governor 
Thayer, of Nebraska, that he wou!d, on’ Mon- 
day, apply to the supreme court for the ad- 
vancement of the case of Governor Boyd, the 
legally elected democrat who was debarred 
from taking hisseaton the ground that he 
was not a citizen of the state, within the 
meaning of the constitution. Mr. Garland, in 
his brief, cites some very strong precedents 
and decisions of the courts to prove that the 
fact that Boyd was a resident of Nebraska be- 
fore it was admitted as a state, entitled him to 
citizenship, whether he was a naturalized 
citizen or not, a contention which is held in 
abeyance. 

The Health of Blaine. 

Joe Manly, the Augusta postmaster, who is 
generally believed to be the closest political 
friend Mr. Blaine has, is in the city. He said 
this morning that Mr. Blaine has almost com- 
pletely recovered and would be in Washington 
doing business at the old stand in the state 
department within two weeks.

THE ECUMENICAL COUNCIL. 


A Report Adopted Favoring the Closing 
of the World's Fair on Sunday. 


WASHINGTON, October 14.—Rev. J. D. Mur- 
ray, of the Methodist Episcopa! church, Balti- 
more, presided over the Ecumenical Meth- 
odist council at the beginning of the seventh 
day’s session. 

After the usual! devotional exercises, Secre- 
cary King, from the business committee, re- 
ported favorably a resoiution concerning the 
extension of friendly greetings to the Pan- 
Presbyterian council to meet at Toronto, Sep- 
tember, 1892, and it was adopted. Also the 
order for a love feast and fellowship meeting 
next Saturday afternoon, which was made. 

Through Rev. Dr. Curtis, of Chicago, the 
cummittee on Sunday closing of the Colum- 
bian exposition made a report, which he 
prefaced by saying that the local directory of 
the fair was under the control of the large 
stockholders. These stockholders were rail- 
roads, stréet car companies and brewers, All 
of these corporations were clamoring to have 
the exposition open on Sunday—everybody 
knew why. Theonly hope of the suocess of 
the conference lay in the United States com- 
mission, who were in some sense responsible 
to the people. After amendment the report 
was adopted. 

The reportis in favor of a petition to the 
United States commission of the world’s expo- 
sition to prevent the opening of the exposi- 
tion on Sunday and giving reasons why it 
should not be open on thatday. The report 
was adopted without debate. 

The business committee next reported back 
the resolution on the subject of Methodist 
federation. It recites that the con- 
ference recognizes the desire for 
Christian co-operation among evan- 
gelical churches, and especially among the 
various Methodist churches; that while time 
for organic union might not have arrived, yet 
concerted action was now possible. There- 
fore, it was recommended that the churches 
represented in thecongress consider whether 
such concerted action be possible, and if so, by 
what means and ways. Secretaries were also 
directed to send copies of the resolution to 
senior bishops and presidents of the confer- 
ences represented here. 

Half a dozen delegates spoke in terms of 
praise of the resolution, but before the debate 
closed, further consideration of the subject 
was postponed until tomorrow. 

The topic of the morning session was edu- 
cation, and the first paper was one prepared by 
Rev. M. A. Fitchett, of the Australian Meth- 
odist church of Victoria, entitled, ‘‘Religious 
Training and Culture of the Young.’’ In Dr. 
Fitchett’s absence, the paper was by Rev. 
Dr. W. Morley, of New Zealand. 

The topic of the address of Rev. Thomas B. 
Appleget, president of the New Jersey con- 
ference, Methodist Protestant church, was 
“The Family.’ 

Hon. John Evans, of Denver, Col., who 
was to speak upon Sunday schools, was ill, so 
his subject was treated by Rev. Dr. Robert 
Culley, of London, from the English point of 
view. 

Rev. Joseph Ferguson, of the Primitive 
Methodist church of England, presided at the 
afternoon session. The subject of education 
continued to occupy the attention of the 
council until a recess was taken until 7:30 
in the evening. 

Religious teaching in the schools came up 
late in the afternoon. : 

During the evening session the consideration 
of thesubject under discussion today was con- 
tinued, essays and addresses being devoted to 
the higher branches of the subject: namely, 
a education. Bishop Andrews pre- 
sided.

THE WIND'S FURY. 


Great Damage Caused by the Storm in Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland. 


Lonpon, October 14.—The furious gale 
which has been raging over all England, Ire- 
land and the south of Scotiand for over twenty- 
four hours, and which has already caused a 
vast amount of damage about the seaside 
towns, and which has wrecked a large number 
of vessels, continues today in all its intensity. 
In the cities and large towns, proud of the pos 
seasion of one or more parks, a great amount 
of damage has been done. Trees have been 
blown down or mutilated on al! sides in these 
people’s pleasure grounds, plants and shrubs 
being seattered to the winds, and flower beds 
have been crushed nearly out of existence by 
the fury of the storm. The chimneys and tiles 
have been carried everywhere from the roofs 
of private dwellings, and outhouses of wood 
crashed down as if built of cards. Pedestrian- 
ism duting the height of the storm is utterly 
impossible, and tratiic by railroad or water al- 


‘most brought to a complete standstill. 


At Folkstone, one of the great landing 
places for trans-channel steamers, throughout 
the night.the eea swept the great pier with im- 


‘mense waves, Carrying away all the light por- 


tions of the stru@ture and threatening to wrench 
away its most powerful sapports. A light 
house at its extremity was deluged by the 
angry waters, and it was even feared that it 
might be swept from its foundations. Chan- 
nel ger boats were unable to cross last 
night, and to those who know, the refusal of 
these vessels to return ont gives some idea of 
the severity of thestorm which prevailed. To- 
day the storm is raging very heavily, and still 
doing much damage. At Helonsbarg, @ water- 
ing piace on the Firth-ol-Clyde, at the en- 
trance of Gareloch, near Dumbarton, Scotiand, 
fishing and other boats, which had been drawn 
up on the beach, at the first oe of the 
gaie were carried Blogs by the furious waves, 
which poured ‘into the streets, flooding the 
houses and driving the inmates from their 
homes, inany escaping ange jp the windows, 
so little warning was given of the inundation. 

Two passenger trains running. between Glas- 
gow and Helensburg were brought to a stand- 
still by the waves, which washed over the 
tracks and extinguished the fires of the locomo- 
tives. Escape from the cars was impossible 
and all attempts toreach the travelers have 
failed. The country roads are blocked by 
fallen trees, twisted telegraph wires and 
broken poles. 

The life-saving crews are fhaving a rough 
experience.

DOWN 10 DEATH. 


A Train on the Baltimore and Ohio Goes 
Over an Embankment, 


AND FIFTY PEOPLE ARE INJURED. 


The Accident Caused by the Rails 
Spreading. 


VICE PRESIDENT OF THE.ROAD HURT. 


Details of the Wreck Very Meager—The 
Names of Some of the In- 
jared People. 


BALTimmorg, October 14.—Train No. 8, of 
the Baltimore and Ohio road, which left Chi- 
cago today at 10;10 o’clock a. m., met witha 
serious accident at. 2:31 o’clock p. m. at 
Hicksville, twenty miles east of Garrett, Ind. 

The train consisted of engine and tender 
baggage car, smoker, ladies’ coach. and the 
private car of Vice President King. The 
whole train left the track, and the sleeper, 
ladies’ coach and private <ar ‘went over an 
embankment. The smokerand baggage car 
hung on to the engine and were kept on the 
bed of the road. Two passengers were killed, 
three were seriously injured and several were 
The killed are:

The first mate of the Alava, Cosme Uribarri, 
went down with the schooner. Captain 
Ezequirel de Albanega, of the Alava, reports 
as follows: On the eleventh instant, at 3:30 
o’clock p. m., in latitude 32 degrees 35 min- 
utes and longitude 76 degrees 49 minutes, he 
sighted two schooners with flags at half mast; 
went near the schooners and signalled them if 
they desired assistance, and received no 
reply. 

He called the officers and engineers to- 
gether and asked what should be done. The 
decision of the conference was that a boat 
should be sent to the nearest schooner. Volun- 
t eers being called for, the first mate, Cosme 
UriBarri, a boatswain and four sailors re- 
sponded and went to the distressed vessel, 
which they reported abandoned. The mate 
thought that the vessel could be towed into 
port, whereupon two lines were atiached to 
the schooner and the vessel was taken in tow. 
The captain repeatedly cautioned the mate to 
avoid all possible danger. Shortly after the 
vessel was taken in towa boat with seven 
men hove alongside the steamer and they 
were taken on board. They proved to be 
Captain E. C. Small and crew of the schooner 
George Walker, which had been abandoned 
the saine morning. 

Towards daylight he noticed that the tow- 
line was broken and that the schooner was not 
in its proper position. He immediately put 
out a boat, as shouts were heard from the 
sailors. The boat reached the schooner in 
time to rescue the four sailors and the boat- 
swain, but the mate went down with the 
vessel. The schooner Walker was from 
Turks Island for New York, loaded with salt. 
When her crew abandoned her they went on 
board tlie schooner Orvavas Disbrow, but she 
was in a bad condition, so the Walker’s crew 
again took to their boat and succeeded in 
reaching the Spanish steamer. 


THE CAPTAIN AND GREW WERE DRUNK 


And the Ship Went Down and Forty-Three 
Lives Were Lost. 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., October-14.—A man 
named John Brenna, belonging to Sligo, Ire- 
land, arrived at Trepassey this morning from 
Peters river. He says he is the only sur- 
vivor of the crew of forty-three men of the 
steamer City of Rome, which became a tial 
wreck Monday night at Marine cove, St. 
Mary’s bay. 

He says that the captain, crew and officers 
were all drunk and unable to save themselves. 
He was thrown up onacliff and was rescued 
Tuesday morning. The City of Rome had on 
board 575 head of cattle, a quantity of flour in 
sacks and Indian corn. 

The man tells a most pitiful tale about the 
struggle the crew had among the bullocks 
trying to save themselves. The steamer was 
commanded by Captain John Thomas Kelly, 
and left Montreal on October 7th bound for 
Dundee.

When a flagrant wrong has been committed 
they, in the honesty of their nature, take the 
punishment in theigpwn hands rather than 
burden the courts th a long and tedious 
trial. 

They deal only with those whom they know 
to be guilty. 

Some four miles from Helena lives a widow 
lady named Beckwith. This lady has three 
grown daughters, young ladies who are just 
lentering upon womanhood. 

She and her daughters live in a house by 
themselves without any man to protect them. 

Near by, however, is a large saw mill. Mrs. 
Beckwith’s house is near enough for an 
alarm from it to be heard in the little town 
iformed by the houses of the people who work 


_' around the mill. 


. Last night two of the young ladies were 
‘away from home on a Visié. 

Mrs. Beckwith and her other daughter, 
Miss Ada, a young lady of eighteen, and 
attractive in ripening beauty, were left at 
home by themselves, save for an angel lady 
neighbor, who had gone to. the Beckwith 
‘home to spend the night. 

The house occupied by Mrs. Beckwith and 
her daughter is what is known as a double pen 
one. 

At the usual hour the three ladies retired. 

' Mrs. Beckwith and her guest occupied the 
former’s room, while Miss Ada went to her 
own room, across the large hall. ' : 

They had not been to bed more thanan hour 
before a cry of alarm was heard from the young 
lady’s room. 

The mother hastened to see what was the 
matter. 

As she opened the door of the room a heavy 
blow felled her senseless to the floor. As she 
fell a black brute rushed out of the door into 
the yard. 

Mrs. Beckwith soon recovered. 

It was a horrible story that was told her. 

Ths young lady had just fallen asleep when 
she was awakened by a heavy hand laid on 
her throat. She looked up, and saw a Diack 
brute, his hellish purpose showing in his eyes, 
standing over her. She offered a prayer for 
mercy, but the negro paid no attention to her 
entreaties. 

He dragged her from the bed, and throwing 
her to the floor overpowered her and com- 
mitted an unnamable assault. 

The young lady was very roughly treated 
indeed.

One read Augustus Johnson, white, twenty- 
four years of age, charged with murder. The 
record shows that he was committed to jail by 
J. R. Towers, justice of the peace, the late 
keeper of the penitentiary. He, Johnson, 
was committed on April 6, 1877, and by order 
of that most remarkable judge, J. W. H. Un- 
derwood, he was sent to Atlanta, supposably 
for safe keeping, as our jail of those days was 
out of keeping, as our present courthouse 
is with these times, on April 20th, of same 
month. . 

After many ups and downs, for he had to 
climb and descend the courthouse hill often 
before he received the final sentence, he was 
hanged by the neck on the 15th day of March, 
1878.

TRACING A BALE OF COTTON, 


Arrested After a Curious 

Search. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., October 14.—[Special.]— 
Railroad men often display skill in the tracing 
of missing freight that would docredit to de- 
tectives. Asan exampte, a few days ago, 
while a through freight loaded with export 
cotton, bound from Montgomery to Savannah, 
was afew miles from Bainbridge, the door to 
one of the cars came open and a bale fell out.

The carinspector, find- 
ing the car damaged, ordered a transfer. 

The Missing Bale. 


In checking over the contents the discovery 
was made that it was one bale short. The 
wires were put in motion and every town 
along the line notified to keep a lookout. It 
did not take long to show that 
the bale was somewhere between Bain- 
bridge and this city. Early Saturday morn- 
ing a couple of darkies drove up to the ware- 
house in the former place with a bale of cot- 
ton. They lost no time in selling the cotton 
and dividing the purchase smoney. The 
negroes were planning a high old Saturday of 
fun when their joy was turned to sorrow. 

The Negroes Detected. 

The compress did it. The bale brought in 
by the negroes showed evidence of having at 
one time been compressed, and the railroad 
men, putting one and two together, became 
convinced that they had discovered the missing 
bale. The negroes were arrested and placed 
in jail. ‘Tie collecting of evidence was easy. 
The place where the bale fell off was. found 
and the mannerin which the negroes worked 
the steal allcame out. They had rolled the 
cotton out of an old field toa gin where the 
bagging and ties were removed, and a new 
covering substituted. They had no idea the 
railroad would be so diligent in working up 
the case. After the oid bagging and all 
the other evidence against them had 
been secured, the negroes broke down and 
confessed. They will probably go up fora 
long term. The railroad authorities in the 
Thomasville office were the men who worked 
up the case so successfully.

THEY'RE NOT NEEDED. 


$0 the Committee Will Say About New 
Dumping Grounds. 


A VISIT MADE TO THE GROUNDS, 


A Thorough Examination Into the Present 
System—W hat the City Offi- 
cials Found. 


Those dumping grounds have evidently been 
misrepresented. 

They were visited and inspected yesterday 
afternvon by Mayor Hemphill, Chief Inspector 
Veal and Dr. Armstrong, of the board of 
health, and by a special committee from the 
council, consisting of Messrs. Turner, Sawtell, 
Hendrix, Shropshire and Lambert. 

These officials looked over the entire terri- 
tory, examined carefully into everything, 
visited the shops and stables, and when they 
liad finished Dr. Turne: expressed their senti- 
ments by remarking: : 

“We can’t arrange for better dumping 
grounds in Fulton county.”’ 

The condition of everything was in decided 
contrast to what had been expected and the 
surprise was an agreeable one. 

When the party arrived at the grounds at 
3:30 o’clock the members drove first to the 
dumping grounds of the night soil from the 
first, second and third wards. On the way out 
they were constantly on the search for the 
highly disagreeable odor which had been re-- 
ported. Instead of its being intense, they per- 
ceived noneatall, and were actually at the 
grounds without having detected anything of- 


fensive. 

There the condition was the same. The 
night soil had{just been deposited at a depth of 
three feet and covered with dirt, Round 
about was a half-acre of ground similarly ar- 
ranged. At and on this the gentleman stood. 
The day was warm and the weather unusually 
dry, just the time for any indications of a bad 
odor. 

**My olfactory organ is allright, I think, but 
I can’t smell anything even here,”’ said Mayor 
Hem phbili. 

**I barely can,”’ said another gentleman. 

“It can be removed altogether,’’ said In- 
spector Veal, “by planting oats or barley. The 
soil here is very rich and that would grow 
rapidly and absorb any odor.”’ 

The party iooked «about further. They 
could see nothing the matter with it and then 
drove over to the place where the Mwy is 
deposited. Within about fifty yards the first 
odor was detected. A moment later the vis- 
itors stood on the leveled heap. The odor 
here was very disagreeable. 

‘*Can’t that be killed ?’’ asked some one. 

‘Very easily,” replied Mr. Veal, ‘carbolic 
acid will do it.’’ 

‘That is worse itself,’’ said Dr. Turner. 

‘Then copperas water will,’* Mr. Veal con- 
tinued. ‘‘I’ll have that freely usedand there 
will not be an unpleasant smell even here.’”’ 

‘But as for troubling people round about,” 
said he, ‘‘why you can’t detect the odor a hun- 
dred yards away.”’ 

“Say, old man, what’s your §name?” was 
called out to a negro, busily working in the 
midst of the heap. 

‘“‘Charles Westbrooke, sir.” 

‘How long have you been working] here?’ 

‘*Mighty nigh five months.” 

**How’s your health ?”’ 

“First rate, sir.’’ 

“Is the man who worked here before you 
dead ?”’ 

‘No, sir,” saidithe negro, grinning. “He’s 
living. He’s getting along powerful well, too.’’ 

*‘Now,”’ resumed the inspector, ‘‘I’]l show 
you our nearest neighbor.’’ 

Every one walked toan edge of a garbage 
deposit of a yearago. There the odor already 
became very light. 

“There,” said Mr. Veal, pointing to a house 
four or five hundred yards away, ‘‘lives Mr. 
Ed Eliot. Helis the closest resident to these 
grounds. You car goa fourth of the distance 
and not smell the odor from the garbage. 

The party next drove over tothe workshop. 
The foreman greeted them and showed the 
barrels that were being made to transport the 
garbage and{night soil through thecity. They 
were arranged on the principie of the Strout 
Barrel Closure Company, which provides for 
air-tight caps. 

‘“‘We think,’’ he remarked, “that now 
everything will be managed satisfactorily. 
We are sure the deposits here annoy no one; 
now their being hauled through the streets 
will be equally as inoffensive. This new 
method will be put into operation as quickly 
as possible.”’ 

‘We make and repair everything we need 
right here,” he continued, pointing about. 

Ihe stables were next visited. They were 
as neat and clean as such places can well be. 
A veterinary surgeon was present to attend to 
a sick animal. An employe was attending to 
the weight of some food, which Mr. Lambert 
pronounced to be of the best kind. 

**Everything which is not of correct weight, "’ 
said Mr. Veal, ‘‘we send immediately back to 
town. 

‘‘You may remember,’’ he remarked, as the 
party emerged from the stable door, “‘that a 
year or two ago the people round about here 
complained that their water would be polluted 
through these dumping grounds. There,’’ said 
he, pointing not a hundred yards from the 
stabie, ‘‘is a well which is deeper than those 
around here. The water from it was analyzed 
and pronounced at the time to be all right.” 

Most of the gentle:nen present had been ex- 
pressing themselves in favorable terms all 
along. They were now shown the provision 
made for the city’s employes on the grounds; 
the excellent and really pict ue property 
interspersed throughout the adjoining and ; 
the thoroughly systematic, smooth, quiet 
workings of everything; the preparations that 
were being made to have improved arrange- 
ments wherever they were called for. 

A last, sweeping look was given by the 
members of the party, an expression of satis- 
faction came from many of them, and together 
they rode away. 

When the special committee from the coun- 
cil makes 1ts report on Monday, the substance 
of it can be easily predicted. 

It will not be for new dumping grounds.

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SET FIRE TO THE COURTHOUSE 


And Was Paid Five Dollars for It—The 
Auditor Supposed to Be Short. 


Wasuinoton, Ind., October 14.—[{Special.] 
This city has witnessed the most exciting 
scenés in its history this morning and today. 
Detectives have been at work for a week on 
the courthouse fire and up to this hour have 
arrested four persons supposed to be connected 
with the fire.

Harbine confessed the crime and implicated 
several prominent le in it. and asa result, 
Auditor James C. Lavelle and A. B. Hawes,

&@ man named Basi! Ledgerwood. The of- 
ficers are now out after Michael Lavelle, a 
brother of the auditor. 

Harbine’s story is that Lavelle hired him to 
burn the courthouse for $500, only $5 of 
which has been paid. Ledgerwood claims to 
have been givep a house and Jot for his part 
inthe crime. Auditor Lavelle’s bondsmen, 
becoming frightened at the turn affairs were 
taking, required him to turn all his property 
over to them yesterday. 

Lavelle has been auditor of the county for 
eight years, and the fact that peuple had con- 
fidence in him miakes his arrest and the ac- 
cusation of the courthouse fire the sensatian of 
the hour. From the present circumstances it 
is supposed that heis short in bis accounts, 
but no one knows the amount. Experts are 
now at work on his books. 

Hawes liveson a farm of 500 acres, owned 
by his wife, and isin good circumstances. He 
is. a desperate character, and. was 
brought in this morning at the muzzle 
of a Winchester. The city is full of 
people already from the country and business 
is practically suspendea. The four parties in 
jail were taken before Judge Heffron this 
morning. They waived preliminary bail and 
Lave!le’s and Hawes’s were fixed at $5,000each, 
and Harbine’sand Ledgerwood’s at $2,000 each. 
They are still in jail, not having given the 
bonds. 

Ledgerwood and MHarbine have pleaded 
guilty in court. The sentence has been sus- 
pended by Judge Heffron as they will be used 
as witnesses.

The Irish Situation. 

The death of Charles Stewart Parnell has 
called to the surface, as no other event 
could have done, the passionate admiration 
and affection which the people of Ireland 
feel for him. This feeling is certainly jus- 
tified by the wonderful career which has 
just been brought to an unhappy and an 
untimely end. Mr. Parnell was truly the 
leader of the Irish cause, if ever man was— 
more truly the leader than ever one man had 
been or will be again. No other man could 
have overcome such obstacles as he over- 
came; no other man could have accom- 
plished such results. 

Under all the circumstances, it is natural 
that his death should momentarily revive in 
all its bitterness the unhappy controversy 
which arose over the misfortune which over- 
took him in the very hour of success, Nev- 
ertheless, some of the rude manifestations 
which have accompanied this revival seem 
tous not at all in keeping with the spirit 
that should animate the people of Ireland at 
this juncture. A faction fight of any seri- 
ousness among the Irish will undoubtedly 
bring about that most deplorable of results— 
the postponement of justice to Ireland. 

It should be borne in mind that the Irish 
opponents of Parnell were not his enemies. 
They were awong his truest friends. On 
the other hand, these opponents should re- 
member that the friends of Parnell have the 
amplest justification for their partisanship. 
Since the death of Mr. Parnell there have 
been some things said by Irishmen of Irish- 
men that ought to have been left unsaid. 
There is nothing more unseemly than the 
fight of factions over the grave of the man 
who devoted his life in . the most unselfish 
way to the redemption of Ireland. ° 

There is one fact which should be borne 
in mind by the Irish leaders—-namely, that 
Ireland alone and by her own efforts cannot 
secure the blessings of home rule. Mr. 
Parnell saw this, and by a series of political 
moves, masterly in: their conception and ex- 
ecution, practically compelled the liberal 
party in England to take up the Irish cause. 
The liberals cannot recede from their posi- 
tion in the face of unity in Ireland. Neither 
Mr. Parnell’s misfortune nor his death can 
injure or retard the progress of home rule, 
provided only that the people of Ireland are 
nnited. | 

We presume that no Irishman—indeed, 
no man of any race—can : fail to do justice 
to the heroic character and career of Charles 
Stewart Parnell; but Mr. Parnell is no 
longer an issue. He has gone to his long 
account. ‘The impulse that he gave to the 
Irish cause, and the practical results that he 
wronght step by step—the ground that he 
won inch by inch—belong to Ireland; and 
it is for the Irish people to make the most of 
them and carry the cause to victory. This 
cannot be done in the name of faction nor 
by means of a hot and bitter controversy 
over bir. Parnell. 

A large majority of the English people, 
under the leadership of Mr. Gladstone, seem 
to be willing to give home rule to Ireland. 
Let united Ireland take advantage of that 
fact, and make the most of it.

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The Mugwumps. 

The Springfield Republican is of the 
opinion that the recent criticisms which 
have been visited on the mugwumps for 
their support of Plattism in New York is an 
evidence of the importance in which that 
element is held.- 

The mind that can make such a. sugges- 
tion as this must have had its development 
in the embraces of a pantaloons’ stretcher. 
The result of the election in 1888, when 
Cleveland was defeated, was sufficient to 
show that the democratic party received no 
benefit from the support of the mugwumps 
and so-called independents. In fact, the 
influence of mugwumpism was active in de- 
feating Mr. Cleveland in an indirect way. 
He trimmed his administration to suit their 
censorship and paralyzed his own most ac- 
tive party friends by keeping in office a lot 
of republicans who were partisans in the 
most offensive meaning of that term. 

We venture to say that Mr. Cleveland 
could never be induced to make ‘another 
such mistake. As a matter of fact, his 
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meeting possesses the deep significance of 


the time, the place and the occasion. It 
was a practical endorsement of Tammany, 
and as such it is recognized by the demo- 
cratic party of the whole country, 

The support of the mugwumps has never 
helped the democratic party in the slightest 
degree, but has hurt it in various ways. The 
active democratic workers have been dis- 
gusted by the queer influence which mug- 
wump insignificance has had on certain 
democrats; but this situation, with its results, 
will never be repeated. 

If The Springfield Republican believes 
that Tue CONSTITUTION and other demo- 
cratic journals are protesting because the 
mugwumps are now supporting Plattism in 
New York state, it has read these papers 
to little purpose. For several years we have 
been endeavoring to show these political 
Jonahs the door. A fraud is not less a 
fraud because it puts on the garments of re- 
spectability; and we know of no better busi- 
ness than the mugwumps could be engaged 
in than in a hearty support of Plattism, 
with all that the name implies. 


The Speakership Contest, 

In an article headed ‘‘Favorite Sons for 
the Speakership,’’ The St. Louis Republic 
remarks that when it ‘‘states the reasons 
which, in its judgment, render the selection 
of Hon. Roger Q. Mills in the highest degree 
advisable, it is at once accused of partiality 
and favoritism.’’ We see nothing whatever 
in the accusation to worry our St. Louis con- 
temporary. It has a perfect right to be 
partial to Mr. Mills as a candidate for 
speaker, and to constitute him its favorite. 
We do not see how there can be any objec- 
tion to that. The contest is between gentle- 
men who are distinguished democrats, and 
when a democratic newspaper expresses 4 
preference for one, neither the ability nor 
the fitness of the other is in the least dis- 
credited. 

The trouble with The Republic is, that it 
started out on its campaign in favor of Mr. 
Mills by belittling and slandering Mr. Mills’s 
chief opponent, and it has kept up these at- 


tacks, not without intermission, but with 


great regularity. It has attacked Judge 
Crisp’s political integrity, and given pub 
licity to charges which every intelligent per- 
son in the country knew to be malicious 
slanders. This course, if it has not hurt Mr, 
Mills’s chances, has certainly not helped 
them, for the public has instinctively felt 
that a candidate for the speakership whose 
interests cannot be furthered except by 
slandering other democrats equally as promi- 
nent and equally as distinguished, must have 
small claims for the place, 

It would be unjust to connect Mr. Mills 
with the attacks which The Republic has 
made on Judge Crisp, but when the public 
sees stich injustice in operation, it is bound 
to draw unfavorable conclusions. It is a 
significant fact that the friends of Judge 
Crisp have never yet found it necessary, in 
advocating his claims, to belittle or to attack 
any of his opponents. Onthe contrary, they 
are prepared to concede pretty much every 
reasonable claim that has been put forward 
in behalf of the other distinguished demo- 
crats who are candidates for the speaker- 
ship. 

They can concede these claims and still 
maintain that Judge Crisp is better fitted by 
nature and habit to fill the speaker’s chair 
than any of the democrats who are contest- 
ing for the position. His judicial mind, his 
equable temper, the poise and precision of 
his intellectual equipment, his knowledge of 
parliamentary law—all mark him as pre-emi- 
nently the man for the place; and we are 
confident that this will be the decision of the 
democratic party in the house. 


“Well Done, Good and Faithful Ser- 
vant.” 

Today the term of Judge Alexander S. 
Erwin as railroad commissioner terminates. 
Judge Erwin was appointed six years ago by 
Governor McDaniel, at a time when there 
was a great deal of agitation upon the sub- 
ject of the railroad commission, and at the 
time when the Jenkins amendment passed 
the senate and came within a few votes of 
passing the house of representatives, 

The appointment at the time of so esti- 
mable a gentleman, who was noted for his 
legal attainments, just decisions and con- 
servative spirit, gave eminent satisfaction. 
We have watched the career of the commis- 
sion since that time, and have seen it grow 
in the esteem and confidence of the people, 
until today that body is looked upon with 
pride by the entire people of the state of 
Georgia, and is regarded by the railroad 
companies as a just and wise body. 

It must be gratifying to Commissioner 
Erwin, as he retires from his position of 
truSt, to note the popularity and high stand- 
ing of the commission, and to feel that he 
has been partly instrumental in the attain- 
ment of this great work. Judge Erwin re- 
tires to the vractice of his profession with a 
larger cigéle of friends and a splendid repu- 
tation Bs a wise and conservative cfficer, 
who has done his full duty during the term 
of his office. 

The well wishes of the people of the en- 
tire state of Georgia go with Judge Erwin 
as he retires from his position as commis- 
sioner. 

Judge Allen P. Fort, of Americus, is 
Judge Erwin’s successor—a gentleman in 
every way atalified, and who has already 
established his reputation as a faithful pub- 
lic servant. 


That Old Iron Chest. 


That was a notable exhibition in Secretary 
Proctor’s office, at Washington—the open- 
ing of that old iron chest of alleged con- 
federate relics, 

Our dispatches relate that it was a kind of 
official ceremony, conducted in true official 
style. The chest had been the sybject of 
Secretary Proctor’s curiosity for®@ome time 
past, and, of course, he wanted to inspect its 
contents. So it was wheeled into his private 
office, the lid lifted, and—a shawl, a water- 
proof, an ancient hoopskirt and a muddy 
dress was revealed! 

The old story, to the effect that the late 
Jefferson Davis was captured in that garb, 
was retold, and aftér Mr. Proctor had 
ventilated the relics and his curiosity, they 
were locked in the chest again and consigned 
to the care of no less a pe e than 
Brigadier General Breck, of the United 
States army. 

Before Brigadier General Breck received 
this commission, Major McArthur, for three 
long years, had kept solemn guard over the 
precious relics—a position of great honor in 
the department. What a charge to keep he 
had! Think of the service he rendered his 
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over adress, a waterproof and a rusty hoop- 
skirt! With what dignity he must have 
moved in and out among the less fayored 
hirelings of the administration—the man 
with the chest of iron! 

But now it’s Brigadier General Breck’s turn, 
and that honored official will feel a weight on 
his especial chest for some time to come. He 
will watch over the destinies of the old 
waterproof, the dress and the hoopskirt with 
all a soldier’s valor, and we doubt not that 
when he resigns his commission the sacred 
relics will be found inviolate. 

It is an heroic and a pathetic picture. But 
far away—beyond the vision of the “guards 
at the capitol—some white-haired Georgia 
woman dreams in her cabin in the woods of 
the relics in that iron chest. She missed 
them one night, when they were borne in 
triumph on the flagstaffs of the enemy, and 
she has missed them ever sigce. But she 
little dreams of the story which was mant- 
factured to fit them, and she still remains in 
blissful ignorance of the fact that they now 
rest in guarded glory ameng the archives of 
the government.

He drove along Unter 
der Linden and viewed the imperial palace, 
the huge government buildings, saw the bar- 
racks and the museum, and pretty much all 
that was worth seeing. 

Thence he hurried down to Paris, a twenty- 
two-hours’ ride and a tiresome one, and thence 
he crossed over to England, finding the chan- 
nel rougher than he had ever seen it before, 
although the day was bright and clear.

It was Mr. Goode’s visit to England and 
Scotland which has especial interest ,to At- 
lanta. Hehad good letters of introduction 
and as he was there on business he plunged 
into it at once. His purpose was to make ar- 
rangements to get Engiish capital here for in- 
vestment. Unfortunately the big moneyed 
men were away and were not expected to re- 
turn for weeks. 

That did not daunt Mr. Goode, though, who 
has the energy and grit which characterize 
Atlanta men. He called on the men in hig 
own business, the brokers, and found them 
gloomy and suffering with the blues. 
‘England is dead broke,"’ said they. ‘“‘We 
have lost $2,000,000,000 in America, {and if 
there is any capital left, it is sensitive on 
American investments.” “But we live in 
North America,” said Mr. Goode, “and 
actually, those Englishmen -had not thought 
of that.”’ 

“Atlanta, ah? Oh, well now, yes, yes.’” 

The long and short of it was, that although 
London capitalists are hard up, and have been 
depressed in spirits and purse since the bank- 
ing disaster, they declared that things do look 
brightened now, and that the situation will 
continue to improve. Finally Mr. Goode 
was encouraged, and he ran up to Edinburgh. 
He found business affairs much more promis- 
ing there. Scotland is not hard pressed, and 
is better off for money than England. After 
some interviews there, Mr. Goode interested 
capitalists, and he made an arrangement 
which, he believes, will enable a strong At- 
lanta company to command ample money for 
legitimate investments. Scotland is a little 
wary of coal] and iron properties, and of timber 
lands, but is deeply interested in the phosphate 
industry. Thus far the Florida phosphate 
has not come up to the point expected, but 
the Scotch and English still have faith in it. 

Mr. Goode proposes to organize a company 
here in Atlanta and sell its debentures abroad 
thus securing capital to be invested princi- 
pally in mortgages on real estate. He is con- 
fident of success, and success will mean a 
great deal for Atlanta.

position Is Progressing. 


THE EXHIBITS ARE BEING PUT UP, 


The Mammoth Stage for the Presentation 
of “King Solomon” Going Up. 
The Racing. 


The exposition grounds is a veritable 
hive of industry. 

The noise of hammer and saw, and the 
rattling of lumber resound throughout the 
inclosure, and things are rapidly assuming 
shape for the great exposition. Order is 
being wrought out of chaos, and the big 
empty exhibit halls are being filled with 
tasty and attractive displays. Everything 
will be ready for the opening of the gates by 
next Monday. 

The grounds present a more attractive ap- 
pearance than ever before. The buildings 
have been recently repainted and look as 
neat as a new pin. Nature has done a preat 
deal toward making the grounds pleasant 
and attractive. The graud oaks that 
skirt the northern boundary of the grounds 
have taken on their glorious autumn tints. 
A patch of cotton, with the leaves turned to 
brown, and the stalks white with the fleecy 
staple, crowns the hill to the  north- 
ward. The beautiful flowers that 


are enclosed within the railing 
around the building are in harmony with the 
charwing Indian summer, Without the dis- 
cordant sounds produced by the carpenters at 
their work, and those within the halls arrang- 
ing their exhibits, a soothing peace and quiet 
would reign. But the din of a hundred ham- 
mers awakes the echoes up the deep ravine 
beyond the grounds, and their clatter-clatter 
shuts out ali other sounds. 

Everything isin achaotic condition as yet, 
but all is fast nearing completion. 

The wide halis of the main building and of 
the agricultural and machingéry halls are 
crowded with piles of boxes, bags, barrels and 
a hundred other articles. Workmen are en- 
gaged on all sides arranging the exhibits in 
attractive style in the space marked off for the 
different exhibitors. 

In the Main Building. 

The Estey Organ Company occupy the same 
space they have occupied for the two last ex- 
hibitions. They already have it decorated all 
around with bunting and flags, and have it 
filled with a number of fine instruments. 
Their exhibit is being arranged more attract- 
ively than ever. 

Just beyoud this exhibit will be a very novel 
display. Itis Madame Nora’s glass blowers, 
and it occupies a large space. 

The Highland Brand Cream is arranging a 
handsome display of their goods, where you 
can get a hot cup of chocolate, coffee or cocoa, 
at any time during the exposition, free. 

The One Spoon-in-Can Baking Powder Com- 
pany have a nice exhibit being put up. 

In the northeast corner of the main building 
the printers’ cases are already in position for 
the typesetting contest. A dozensor more 
cases are arranged along in line, and gives that 
corner of the building somewhat the appear- 
ance of a printing office. 

At the extreme north end of the building 
the H. J. Hinz company has reserved quite a 
space, and in it they have piled up dozens of 
cases of their pickies, jellies, preserves apd 
other canned goods. 

A score of displays are being put upon the 
ground floor of the main building. Each 
firm has its space marked off by some kind of 
advertising matter. 

The Clayton Motor Sewing Machine com- 
pauy bas an elegant display upstairs in the 
main building. 

Agriculturaland Machinery Hall. 

In the agricultural and machinery hall, the 
work of putting up the displays has progressed 
more rapidly than in the main building. 

The counties having displays and the 
machinery dealers have taken every inch of 
space in this building and have already filled it. 

The Bartow county display is one of the 
most wonderful ever made at the Pied- 
mont exposition, and is by far 
the largest. It contains nine 
carloads of the products of this famous county. 
It occupies more space than any other single 
exhibit in the building, and it comprises every 
product of the Georgia farm. A house is built 
of the curious rocks brought from the hills of 
Bartow, and some of the finest corn ever ex- 
hibited isin this display. There is baled hay, 
clover, sun-flowers, cotton stalks, baled cotcon, 
corn, pumpkins, beans, all sorts of grain, 
canned goods, timber, minerals, oats and 
wheat in the sheaf, and every other agricul- 
tural product to be mentioned. 

Next to Bartow county in point of size of 
displays, comes Floyd county. This county 
occupies the same spaceas last year, and 
over its exhibit in large letters arethe words 
“‘All roads lead to Rome.”” The display is a 
most creditable one. Every variety of agri- 
cultural products that can be grown in Geor- 
gia is contained in the exhibit of Floyd county, 
There is a half car load of mammoth pump- 
kins of the big yellow, river-bottom variety, 
and they would carry off the blue ribbon any- 
where. 

Floyd county has in its exhibit what no 
other county will have, a large number of fine, 
luscious watermelons. They are excellent- 
looking melons, and woulda do credit to south 
Georgia. The gentlemen in charge of this 
exhibit are arranging it in a most attractive 
manner. - 

Fulton will have an elegant display, directly 
facing the Floyd county exhibit, and from the 
present outlook it wiil be a magnificent one. 
The big stalks of cotton and corn will compare 
favorably with the cotton eau corn from any 
county, and the other products. can- 
not beaten. Some enterprising 
Fulton county farmer has built 
a corncrib in this display and filled it with as 
fine ears of corn as can be grown anywhere. 

The corn in all the exhibits, withouta single 
exception, is finer this year than ever before. 

The different counties are putting up their 
exhibits rapidly, and by Saturday night all 
will be up. 

The end of the hall devoted to machinery 
has already been about filled up and the 
different exhibits are being shaped up nicely. 

Horses and Poultry. 

AS yet the poultry house is empty, 
and it is not likely that the poultry 
to be exhibited will arrive before next 
week. This building will be filled, however, 
by exhibits of the finest poultry in the 
country, 

The stables are about filled already with the 
gtacefully limbed racers, and some of the finest 
trotters and runnersin the country are in- 
cluded in the list. The racing will be one of 
the best features of this exposition, and lovers 
of horsefiesh and fine racing can be gratified 
any day at the exposition. The racing will be 
better than ever, and fleeter horses than ever 
will be entered. ’ 

The capacity of the stables on the grounds is 
not sufficient to accommodate all the racers 
that will be brought here, and a large number 
Will havego be kept in the city. 
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were being givena swing around the race 
track by their drivers, and they were the 
cynosure of admiring eyes. 

Two or three high blooded, ambitious run- 
ners dashed around the track at a rate of speed 
that took the breath away from those who saw 
them. 

These little preparatory runs around the 
track show what isin store for the visitors to 
the exposition during the coming three weeks. 

A glance through the stables 
on the grounds will convince any one that the 
racing is to be better than ever this time. 

King Solomon’s Scenery. 

Seven carloads of the scenery of “King Sol- 
omon” arrived yesterday, making nine in all. 
A special of six cars and two baggage cars left 
New York at4:30 p. m. yesterday, and will 
reach the city tonight at 11 o'clock by the 
Air-Line, bringing Bolossy Kiralfy, 250 ballet 
girls, and about fifty actors, acrobats, and 
other leading features of the great spectacular 
performance.

_ The Stage. 

The grand stand and the open space between 
the race track in front of it presents a much- 
changed appearance. 

The seating capacity of the grand stand has 
been about doubled, and a new stand for the 
speakers has been built inthe center of the 
grand stand.

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WAS IT MURDER ? 


This Is What Judge Richard H. Clark 
Wants to Know. 


TWO BROTHERS NOW ON TRIAL, 


The McConnell Brothers Charged with the 
Murder of Charles Waters—The 
Evidence All In. 


James B. McConnell and Lee G. McConnell, 
of East Point, are now on trial in Judge 
Richard H. Clark’s court for murder. 

The defendants are brothers, and the indict- 
ment charges them with the murder of anegro 
named Charles Waters, at East Point, the 9th 
of last September. 

James B. McConnell was, at the time of the 
homicide, marshal of the town, and his brother 
was his deputy. 

The story of the killing has already been 
told in Tus ConstTiruTion, but that was the 
defendants’ side of the case. The other side 
had its say on the witness stand yesterday, and 
it does not quadrate with the narrative given 
by the accused. The prisoners declare that 
Waters’s life was taken in self-defense. Sev- 
eral eye witnesses of the tragedy affirm that 
the killing was unnecessary and wholly unpro- 
voked. Both sides were given a full and fair 
hearing. 

When Judge Richard H. Clark’s court met 
yesterday morning at 9 o’clock, the room was 
well filled with spectators. Murder trials 
always draw well in Atlanta. Yesterday’s trial 
was no exception to the rule. 

The defendants were present with their 


counsel, Messrs. Key and Hutcheson and Mr. 
Peter Francisco Smith, together with a num- 


ber of their Jonesboro and East Point friends. 
They seemed to treat the trial with indiffer- 


ence, for they contidently expected a speedy 
acquittal. Before the proceedings Lad gone 
very far their interest waxed warmer, and be- 
fore the testimony was allin they manifested 


intense concern. 

It was not easy to secure a jury. 

Placed on their voir dire, twenty-four jurors 
were stood aside. 

Two were rejected by the state, and six by 
the defendants. 

At the expiration ofan hour twelve jurors 
had been chosen. 

The jury is composed of the following re 
utable citizens: T. M. Bryson, Robert L. 
Ball, F. M. Boggus, Lewis G. Kirby, Robert 
Campbell, Alfred Jessep, Charles R. Winship, 
Henry D. Kattenhorn, John R. Whitlock, E. 
H. Roberts, Robert O. Ford, W. D. Scott. 

The defendants on their arraignment 
pleaded not guilty. 

Solicitor General Charles D. Hill,repre- 
sented the state, and he announced as his first 
witness, Henry Henderson. 

Henderson is acolored man who was in 
the blacksmith shop of Charles Waters 
when the killing occurred. He testified 
at considerable length, relating mi- 
nutelWy the incidents of the  difti- 
culty. He was one of the negroes who 
were drinking beer and playing cards when 
the McConnell brothers made their visit to the 

lace for the purpose of pulling a biind tiger. 
He stated that Waters was not resisting the 
officer when the pistol was used, but that the 
wife and daughter of the deccased did make 
resistance. ‘‘They were crowding the ofli- 
cers,’’ Hendergon said, ‘‘and if the marshal 
and his brother had not been so crowded, Mc- 
Connell would not have shot probably; but 
Waters was not the one that was resisting 
him.’”’ 

Dr. Griffin, the county physician, proved an 
important witness for the prosecution. He 
described the nature of the wounds of which 
Waters died. é 

Four or tive negroes followed in the line o 
Hentierson’s testimony. They ‘swore Watérs 
was not using a kyife. and thought the shoot- 
ing was auiprovena 

The daughter of Waters—the girl who was 
shot through the arm—was placed on the wit- 
ness stand and gave her account of the killing. 
She said her father did not have a knife 
and was not trvyiug to kill McConnell 
when his brother pulled trigger. She told 
about the club, the inembers of which chipped 
in every Tuesday night and bought a keg of 
beer. Each member contributed 25 cents. 

The defendants made a statement, which is 
almost identical with the one they made soon 
after their arrest, which was published in THe 
CONSTITUTION. They declared that Waters 
was armed with a long-bladed knife, and was 
trying to use it when the shot was fired. 

Several of the witnesses for the defense 
swore that Waters was a very powerful and 
desperate fellow. 

The state put up witnesses to prove the geod 
reputation of Waters, and there was some 
sharply conflicting testimony. 

Just before the evidence was all in there 
wasan animated colloquy between Mr. Key 
and Solicitor General Hill, 

Waters’s daughter was on the stand, and 
Mr. Key was interrogating her about the 
alleged blind tiger, when Mr. Hill interrupted 
him several times. 

‘‘May it please your honor,” said Mr. Key, 
“I don’t like to be interrupted in this way.”’ 

‘You will have to pat up with it, forhe 
does me the same way,” remarked Judge 
Clark. ‘‘Andif I can stand it, you’ll have to 
stand it, too.”’ 

Dinas goes off half-cocked,”’ exclaimed Mr. 
ey. 

“The trouble with you,’’ rejoined Mr. Hill, 
warmly, ‘‘is you don’t go off at all.” 

The crowd laughed and the court smiled 
audibly. 

At 5 o’clock both sides “‘rested,” and Judge 
Clark adjourned court. 

Before adjourning, however, he directed 
Sheriff Barnes to take charge of the jary. 

AtQ9o’clock this morning arguments will 
begin, and by noon the case will be given to 
the jury. Mr. Key and Mr. Smith will speak 
for the defendants, and Solicitor General 
Hill will be heard for the state.

THE LEASES LEGAL. 


Colonel Huff Makes a Minority Report 
on the Railroad Leases. 


HE TAKES ISSUE WITH THE MAJORITY. 


After All the Agitation the Legislature 
Will Adjourn Without Injuring the 
Railroads or Forfeiting Charters. 


The railroads of Georgia will be per- 
mitted to run as usual. 

There have been many attacks made 
upon them in the legislature, but nothing 
that can possibly injure them has been 
adopted. . 

Nothing can be done now, for final ad- 
journment will be had today. 

The special committee on the legality of 
leases even deciined to ask the house to 
adopt its report, declaring the leases of the 
Central, Macon and Northern and others to 
be illegal. 

They simply asked that the report be 
printed. That ended it. Stocks should 
now begin to climb upward. 

No Action on the Lease Question. 

Mr. Berner submitted the report of the 
special committee appointed to examine into 
the legality of the leases of the various 
roads in Georgia. It was printed in Tus 
CONSTITUTION some days ago. 

Mr. Huff, of Bibb, submitted a minority re- 
port. 

Then, upon Mr. Berner’s motion, 300 copies 
of both were ordered printed for the use of the 
public. The house would neither endorse nor 
reject the report, and thus ended the legisla- 
tive attacks upon railroads. 

Mr. Huff, in his minority report, takes the 
ground that the majority report is 
a labored attack upon the Termi- 
nal company for the purpose of 
destroying it. He holds that itis against the 
public policy of the state to interfere with the 
various leases. It denies that there is any 
question as to the right of the Central to hold 
a half interest in the lease of the Georgia, and 
asserts that the Central has full power to lease 
itself to the Georgia Pacific. 

“The most extraordinary conclusion reached 
by the majority report,”’ says Colonel Huff, ‘‘is 
that the lease of the Macon and Northern to 
the Richmond and Danville and Central is il- 
legal. The difficulty in the minds of the ma- 
) jority seems to arise not so much from the fact 
that the Richmond and Danville and Central 
leased the Macon and Northern, but because 
‘the Georgia, Carolina and Northern failed to 
do so.’’ « 

Inconsistency is charged to the majority re- 
port, and Colonel Huff charges that no evi- 
dence was allowed to be introduced before the 
committee to refute the charge that any of 
the leases in question defeated or lessened 
competition. 

Colonel Huff declares that competition is 
not defeated by the Terminal combination and 
criticises the majority for questioning the 
lease of the Central when it admits that it 
does not know whether or not competition has 
been lessened. | 

All the leases declared illegal by the ma- 
jority are asserted to be valid by the minority 
and regret is expressed at the manner in 
which the investigation was conducted,

Will Be Tremendous. 


CITY OFFICES AND BANKS TO CLOSE. 


A Monster Demonstration by Labor Or- 
ganizations — Business Will Be Sus- 
pended—Everybody Will Turn Out. 


Indications are multiplying that the dem- 
onstration of next Wednesday will be the 
greatest Atlanta ever saw. 

Business, will be practically suspended 
during between 10 and 2 o’clock, and peo- 
ple of all occupations, from the school 
children to the gray-haired veteran, will 
join in a monster demonstration in honor 
of the one man whom Georgia loved more 


than any other. 

What a princely tribute to a man’s mem- 
ory, when his name has magic to move mul- 
titudes after his body is dissolved and his 
voice forever hushed! 

The procession that will move on the 21st 
has grown beyord the provisions for it, and 
the line of march will have to be extended 
to take in all of those who desire to take 
their places there. 

Mr. Grady never held office, but there 
is not a part of the government of his 
state, from the governor down, which will 
not take part in the:demonstration in his 
honor. 

The governor and the military have al- 
ready accepted the invitation, and on Mon- 
day Mayor Hemphill! will bring the matter 
before the city council with the suggestion 
that every department of the city 
government be closed on the 2Ist in 
honor of Atlanta’s illustrious son. It does 
not need to be said that this will be done; 
and it seems to be the general opinion that 
the board of education will follow suit and 
declare a holiday for the public schools, 

The banks of the city only await the 
proclamation of the mayor to authorize 
them to close their places of business. The 
merchants and manufacturers will follow, 
and the chamber of commerce will probably 


act as a body. 

If the schools are in the procession, the 
high schools and eighth grades of the 
grammar schools alone will make a proces- 
sion of fifteen hundred or two thousand. 
If it should be thought safe to introduce 
the smaller scholars, there would be more 
than five thousand, 

The parade of the 
is assuming monster proportions. The 
engineers, firemen and conductors, the 
railroad league, the carpenters and joiners, 
the masons, and all branches of the Feder- 
ation of Labor, will turn out in heavy force. 
The military and the confederate and union 
veterans will make a great demonstration. 
With the fire department and the police 
force of the city, they will take up the 
space for several blocks. 

An Official Invitation. 

Colonel Calhoun, the marshal of the day, 
issues the following invitation, which has been 
made broad enough toinclude all those who 
desire to honor Mr. Grady’s memory by taking 
part in the ceremonies: 

Tam directed by President Nortben to again 
invite and request all organizations, civil and 
military, in or out of the city of Atlanta, to join 
the procession on the 2ist instant, and especially 
all newspaper workers, editors, reportets, printers, 
néewsboys and others.

What the City Will Do. 

Mayor Hemphill was asked last night what 
course he would take with regard to the city 
offices on the day of the unveiling. 

“I will bring the matter before the council 
Monday,’’ said he, “‘with the suggestion that 
all departments of the city government be 
closed on the 2lst. This seemsthe appropriate 
thing for the city to do on its own account, and 
IT am _ satistied the council will take 
that view. Then the banks want 
to close Wednesday, but will have toawait the 
action of the city. Iam satisfied the city 
offices will all be closed. This does not include 
the public schools, but the board of education 
will be likely to act in concert with the city 
council,”’ 


A prominent gentleman connected with the 
public school system, remarked yesterday: ‘I 
think this occasion should be made an object

The Banks to Close, 

After the mayor’s reference to the banks 
Paul Romare was asked what would be Sine: 
“I was down at the Gate City bank this 
morning,’’ said he, ‘“‘and they were talking 
about this matter. It takes a proclamation of 
the president of the United States, the gover- 
nor of the state, or the mayorof the city to 
authorize ns to close. I understand that the 
city governinent will close all its 
departments on next Wednesday. If . it 
does, and the mayor issues his proclamation 
the banks will close.’’ ’ 

The Railroad League, 

There was a meeting of the railroad league 
yesterday, with Mr. Haskell in the chair, and 
Mr. Wilkes acting as secretary. A committee 
from the Brotherhood of Engineers was pres- 
ent in conference. A resolution offered by 
Colonel Albert Howell to the effect 
that the Brotherhood of Engineers 
be = given the first place, was 
adopted.

GEORGIA MILITIA 


Is Highly Complimented in Captain Field's 
Report, 


Governor Northen yesterday sent to the 
house of representatives the report of Captain 
Field, of the United States army, who if- 
specied the state militia at the encampment 
during the past summer. 

In his message he said, ‘‘The high praise 
accorded them by so competent and disinter- 
ested an observer willnot cause the general 
asseinbly to regret its generous provisions in 
their behalf,” 

Captain Field, in his report, is very compli- 
mentary to the Fifth Georgia Cavalry, also to 
the First Volunteer Regiment, But to the 
Southern Cadets, of Macon, he is more than 
complimentary: Of that company he says: 

The Southern Cadets, of Macon, are probably 
today the best drilled company in existence in 
company and individual drill. Such marching, 
wheeling and manual I had never regarded as 
possible. 

Then he says: 

The Columbus Guards gave one of the best set- 
ting-up drills I have seen, a point apt to be neg- 
lected ip the militia. They, with the Perry and 
Floyd Rities, are first-class, while the Macon 
Light Iniantry is very little behind. I doubt if 
five equally susmart companies could be found in 
any one battalion in the United States outside of 
the corps of Cadets. The Americus Light In- 
fantry, Baldwin Blues, Macon Volunteers, Spaid- 
ing Grays,and Putnam Rifles are from fair to 
good, while the Quitman Guards and the East- 
man Volunteers are not well grounded in the rudi- 
ments, 

Under the head of general remarks he says: 

“The most striking characteristic of the Georgia 
militia isthe quality of the material. I do not 
know any state in which the flower of its youth is 
so largely represented in the rank and file and 
company officers, while the higher officers are 
generally prominent and often eminent. Colonel 
George A. Mercer is one of the leading lawyers of 
the state, a great-grandson of General Hugh 
Mercer, and one of the most universally loved 
and respected men in the state. Colonel EL. 
Wight Is an able und popular lawyer; while such 
names as Girard, Huganin and Lancey guarantee 
the standing of their possessoers. 

The truth is, that no man in Georgia is or 
thinks himself too = socially or politically to 
hold a cominission in her militia, and in an organ- 
ization where the power of enforcing obedience is 
80 limited there is nothing like a re- 
spect by weight of character and position. ‘This, 
together with an intensely military spirit through- 
out the state anda state pride hardly second to 
that of Kentucky, seem to indicate an oppor- 
tunity for one of the best militias inthe country. 
Georgia possesses x» yeomanry in the best sense 
of the word —honest, industrious, self-respecting 
men. Inthecivil warno better troops fought 
in the southern armies, and with the spread of 
prosperity and education this material is im- 
proving every year. The state is fortunate in 
Governor Northen, a manof the strictest old- 
fa-hioned ideas of right and duty and an earnest 
and sincere friend of the state truops. 

In concluding, he says: 

I would especially recommend the presence in 
future encampwents of one company of the regu- 
lar army selected with aview to their generally 
soldieriy appearance and character. To men of 
the intelligence of this militia such an object 
lesson would ve invaluable.

What the Three Tribunals in the County 
Courthouse Did Yesterday. 


END OF THE SLANDER SUIT, 


The County Mulcted—Suit Against the Gas 
Company—Judge Clarke Busy All 
Day with a Murder Case.

In the county courthouse three courts were 
in session yesterday. 

In the criming! wing of the superior court a 
murder case consumed the entire day. 

In the city court business ran out, owing to 
the absence of lawyers who are engaged in the 
the federal and supreme courts, and an early 
adjournment was had. 

In the court of ordinary several wills were 
proved and ordered to record. 

In Judge Marshall J. Clarke’s court a 
divorce was granted, and several other cases 
were disposed of. 

The Oity Court. 

In the city court of Atlanta, Judge Howard 
Van Epps presiding, the case of Mrs. A. C, 
Phillips and Miss Julia Cunningham against 
the county of Fulton, which was began Tues- 
day morning, was concluded. 

This suit was brought by these two ladies 
jointly. The evidence showed that in August, 
1890, the Hapeville road was widened, near 
Hapeville, by the county. The property of 
the plaintiffs was injured by the work. One- 
quarter of an acre was used for the road and 
the remainder of the land wasimpaired. Be- 
sides this, a number of fine shade trees were 
cutdown. The owners thought that some- 
body ought to give§them redress, so they insti- 
tuted the suit against Fulton county, 

The complainants were represented by 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, and the defendant 
was represented by Colonel W. S. Thomson, 
attorney for the county. The case was stub- 
bornly fought, inch by inch, and a great many 
authorities were quoted. 
« Judge Van Epps, in his charge, intimated 
that a recent decision of the supreme court in 
an analogous case had considerable weight. 
This decision places counties in the same Cate- 
gory with cities in the matter of condemning 
property for thoroughfares, The jury returned 
a verdict for she plaintiffs for $675.

the Ocala Platform Resolution in the 
House Yesterday. 


A LIVELY PARLIAMENTARY. STRUGGLE, 


Which Ended in a Partial Victory for the 
Resolution—The Fight to Be 
Renewed Today. 


Have you ever seen a college boys ‘cane 


rush ?”’ 

Well, you should have been in the gallery 
of the house of representatives yesterday. 

It was @ genuine legislative cane rush 
with the Ocala platform the cane. 

It was subtreasury alliance against anti- 
alliance and anti-subtreasury alliance; or 
Ocala versus anti-Ocala. 

The Ocala boys bad had a meeting on 
the previous evening and every man of 
them was prepared for the “rash.” The 
antis have been on their guard for some 


time. 
When the house met, the Ocala boys 


were on hand in new suits of clothes ready 


for the fray. 

John Sibley, the enthusiastic Ocalaite 
from Cobb, was on hand early. He was 
there to lead the rush. Instead of coming 
down from Cobb on a mule, he had ridden 
on the train, and had even sat back in the 
parlor car on the soft plush cushion of a 
revolving chair. Early in the morning he 
had run a new scythe over his former 
brief bat picturesque whiskers, and his 
classic cheeks were as smooth and sleek 
as a polished pumpkin rind. He 
was clad in a new suit of black store clothes. 
A genuine “‘b’iled’”’ shirt peepedout above the 
top button of his vest, a high and stiff collar 
encircled his neck anda little black ‘‘dude 
tie” stood out in its front. He didn’t look it, 
but he was every inch an allianceman in bat- 
tle array—an agricultural Boulanger. 

Farmer Barrett, of Pike, was there, too, 
early. He wore no coatof mail, but determina- 
tion was stamped upon his Napoleonic feat- 
ures as plainly as though it had been tattooed 
in the flesh with pokeberry ink. 

Paul Trammell, of Whittield, the Carlisle 
of the Ocalaites, the engineer of the ‘‘rush,”’ 
was with them. 

When the house was rapped to order they 
were ready for the “‘rush.”’ 

Soon thereafter Farmer Barrett went in to 
fee) she pulse of his antagonists. He wanted 
a preliminasy skirmish on the picket line to 
test the strength of his antagonists, and with- 
out notice he sprung the Ocala platform 
resolution. He simply and modestly asked 
unanimous consent to take it up, but the antis 
threw out objections ina heap. Then Napo- 
leon Barrett moved to suspend the rules to 
take up the resolution, and on that he called 
for a record vote. 

As the names were called, explanations be- 
came in order. 

Dr. Chappell was opposed toa fight. He 
believed the consideration of the Ocala plat- 
fofm out of placein the legislature, and, asa 
legislator, he voted no. 

Major Ryals, the rotund Chatham man, de- 
tlared the house had too much todo at this 
stage of the proceeding to consider the resolu- 
tion. ‘He was willing to consider it when 
dullness prevailed, but it was’now too late. 

The Ocalaites had the fiajority, but not 
three-fourths of the house, and it went over 
amid the applause of the antis. 

The Ocalaites then laid low until the after- 
noon session. 7 

Matters were proceeding quietly and even 
placidly when suddenly Mr. Sibley and his 
new suit of clothes was seen standing majes- 
tically in the ceuter aisle, with his head 
thrown back and his nostrils extended to catch 
the scent of battle. 

‘Mr. Speaker,’’ he criedin a ringing voice. 

“The gentleman from Cobb.”’ 

**A resolution,’’ cried he. 

“Without objection the resolution can be of- 
fered.”’ 

No one spoke. 

The clerk commenced reading. His first 
words showed what it was—a vigorous resolu- 
tion calling upon the senators and representa- 
tives from this state in congress to work and 
vote for every plank in the Ocala platform of 
the Farmers’ Alliance. Every plank was at. 
tached to the resolution. 

The cane had been tossed. The rush com- 
menced, and it was such a parliamentary rush 
as this legislature has never had. 

Nearly every man in the house crowded to 
the front of the speaker’s stand. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, rushed forward 
to take command of the opposition and cried 
that the toss was unfair. He objected to the 
introduction of the resolution, but he was too 
late. The clerk read on and the alliancemen 
applaaded. 

As he finished Mr. Sibley moved a suspen- 
sion of the rules to adopt the resolution. But 
again the Ocalaites could not muster the 
requisite three-fourths vote. 

There was a consultation, and then the 
brainy little parliamentarian of the rushers, 
Mr. Trammell, threw himself into the breach 
and turned the tide of battle by a motion that 
the resolution be committed to the committee 
of the whole house to meet at 4:30 o'clock, 

It was then but 4 o’clock, aud there was to 
be a cessation of hostilities for thirty minutes. 

Conferences by the score were held during 
the intermission. Plans of battle were mapped 
out by both sides, and all was excitement on 
the floor. 

When the time for the last skirmish came 
every man was in a state of nervousness. 
Every man of the opposition, it seemed, had a 
substitute to offer. 

Mr. Trammell was called to the chair, in 
committee, and a rush was made with amend- 
inents. Every man wanted his to be the first. 

Maior Ryals yelled out from the rear that 
he offered the ten commandments as his sub- 
stitute. 

Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, cried loudest, and 
his substitute got in first. It was to substitute 
the national democratic platform for the alli- 
ance platform. 

Then Mr. Reed, of Putnam, climbed like a 
Squirrel up on the desk and placed in the 
clerk’s hand a substitute providing that ‘‘as 
democrats, this general assembly owes its al- 
legiance to the democratic platform, and 
urgés upon our representatives in congress 
such legislative relief as will meet the ex- 
igencies of the changed condition of our coun- 


try, and as will relieve us from the present | 


iniquitous tariff taxation.”’ 

There was one neutral party there. He was 
notin the tight.

Thé gommittee recommended the pardon of 
W..V. Reese, of Harralson county, sentenced 
to life imprisonment for killing Allen Goldin, 
colored.

CHICAGO, October 14.—The influences that affect 
the speculative trade in wheat have lately been rather 
ofa bullish nature. Late cables yesterday and carly 
cables this morning reported an advancing tendency. 
The negotiations pending with foreign countries, with 
aview tothe reduction of the import duty on our 
grain and provisions, appear to be progressing favora- 
bly. The reports are that the Italians are likely to 
abolish the import duty on our hog product, and that 
Germany is likely toreduce the duty lic per bushel 
on wheat. Notwithstanding all this, we are without 
the essentially necessary element to sustain prices— 
that is, actual buying for export: Undoubtedly the 
wants of Europe are great. It is equally true that our 
ability to supply her is exceedingly large. One dollar 
per bushel is a good price. Any falling off in the de- 
mand for export is almost sure to cause a decline. 
We see nothing today to encourage holders. 

Receivers report rather more liberal advances of 
corn. Two or three fairly good lines held for October 
were sold out, causing a decline along the whole line, 
October leading. 

The speculative trade in oats was merely nominal 

but the movement was fair in cash and sample lots. 
Changing from the farmer to the consumer was the 
principal feature. 

The provision market was more active than it has 
been for some time. A few packers and merchants, 
who know what to do with cheap pork, were liberal 
buyers of December. Some large dealers said to be 
short protected their contracts. One hundred dellars 
invesied in old pork and potatoes will go a good way 
toward supplying the wants of a hungry man.

of Governor Hill. 


THEIR PART IN THE UNVEILING 


Was Discussed at Length—A Committee 
Appointed to Perfect Arrange- 
ments-—The Programme. 


The committees from the different railway 
organizations, appointed to arrange for the 
reception of Governor Hill, of New York, and 
for the parii@ipation of the organizations in 
the unveiling of the Grady monument, met 
yesterday morning at 10 o’cléck. 

The meeting was held in the hall«used by 
Atianta division No. 207, of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, and committees 
from the Railroad Men’s League; from the 
Order of Railway Conductors; from the 
Iurotherbood of Locomotive Engimeers, and 
from the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
were present. There were present about fifty 
committeemen, all told. 

Mr. J. C. Haskell, of the Central road, was 
Ss. W. Wilkes 


elected chairman, and Mr. 
acted as secretary. 

Several speeches were made by the com- 
mitteemen present, showing the strong inter- 
est taken by the railroad men in Governor 
Hill's visit and in the Grady monument. The 
matter of welcoming Governor Hill, and of 
participating in the unveiling of the Grady 
monument, was thoroughly discussed. 

The gentlemen present desired it to be un- 
derstood that this meeting was for railway or- 
ganizations only, and not for the labor organ- 
izations of the city, as had been reported. 
Some talk was indulged in on the question of 
which of the organizations should lead the 
railway men in the procession from the capitol 
to the Grady monument on the day of the un- 
veiling. 

It was suggested that the delegation from 
the railway league go first, as nearly all of 
those who would participate in the proc ession 
were members of the league. It was finally 
agreed tuat the representatives of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers should go first, 
as the engineers had originated the movement. 

The following resolution was introduced by 
Colonel Albert Howell: 

Resolved, That the chairman appoint a com- 
mittee to invite all the different railroad organiza- 
tions to send delegates toa meeting to be held in 
the ball at the corner of Whitehall and Alabama 


streets, Saturday night, to make arrangements for

Grady monument. 
This resolution was adopted and all railway 


organizationsin the city are urgedto have 
delegates atthe meeting Saturday night, in 
the railroad men’s league hall. 

A committee consisting of Captain O. 
Reneau, from the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors: J. A. Walter, from the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, and J. D. Harris, froia 


the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, was 
| appointed to invite all the organizations in the 


city, composed of railway men, to participate 
in the meeting next Saturday night. 

A committee of arrangements was ap- 
pointed, consisting of Colonel Albert Howell, 
Hon. D. M. Vining and J. H. West. They 
were instructed to confer with Colonel W. L. 
Calhoun, marshal of the day, and arrange for 
the position in the procession to be occupied 
by the railway organizations, and find out 
from him all further information that will be

W ednesday. 
Athens Complains of Railroad Rates, 

ATHENS, Ga., October 14.—!Snecial.J— 
There is great dissatisfaction in Athens over 
the discrimination in freight rates by the Rich- 
mond and Danville road, and people are 
thoroughly stirred up in the matter. A move- 
mentis on foot to get up a petition from the 
citizens of Athens to the railroad commission, 
asking that body to investigate the alleged 
discrimination. The facts of the case are 
these: The rates on cotton from Maysville, 
on the Northwestern, to Athens, a distance of 
twenty-six miles, is 14 cents per 100 pounds, 
and from Maysville to Atlanta, a distance of 
eighty miles, it is ouly 10 cents per 100. If 
the railraad commission fails to regulate the 
rates, then the merchants will probably agree 
to ship no goods by the Richmond and Dan- 
ville in cases where they can send them on any 
other road. The matter is at white heat here.

WASHINGTON, Ga., October 14.—[Special.]—

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HE TELLS THE STORY. 


J. B. Morris Gives a Fut Statement of 
His Case. 


-WHYHE ENTERED A PLEA OF “GUILTY.' 


A Constitution Reporter Visits Him in the 
County Jail—Friends Trying to 
Make Good the Shortage. 


The friends of Mr. J. E. Morris, who 
pleaded guilty in Judge Clark’s court 
the indictment for larceny after trust, are 
making an effort to settle the case, and 
the indications are that they will succeed. 

Mr. Morris is in the county jail await- 
ing sentence, which will be passed on him 
day after tomorrow unless the case is set- 
tled in the meantime. 

Mr. Morris was seen by a CONSTITUTION 
reporter yesterday afternoon, and he con- 
sented to talk about his case. He was 
asked why he had pleaded guilty instead 
of standing his trial. 

“To begin with,” he replied, ‘I wish to 
say that my plea of guilty was made with 
mental reservations and qualifications. I 
have never denied using the money, 
but I have never felt that in using it I 
was guilty of larceny. I was under bond 
for the correct bandling of and accounting 
for all funds, and I never had any other 
intentions than of replacing it; but my 
intentions did not satisfy the law, es- 
pecially aiter I was once in its toils; and 
assurance of the solicitor that sen- 
tence would be reserved for a few days, 
case practically in the 
saine shape it had been, and giving me 
another opportunity to gee it settled, I 
entered the plea. I consented to a techni- 
cal plea of guilty, as I was not well 
enough to go through a trial, and, as I be- 
lieve, the efforts I am making to settle 
will succeed in a very few days.” 

The Whole Story Told. 

“How did you first get into trouble, Mr. 
Morris? and what led up to it?” 

“What led up to mytrouble? Well, that 
is a long story, and it will take some time to 
tell it. But there is nothing in it that I would 
not tell. In the first place the idea that fast 
living had anything to do with it is absurd, 
and is not believed, I am sure, by any one of 
my friends who was at all familiar with my 
habits. I came to Atlanta in 
February 1885, and entered Major 
Bowie’s insurance office, where I continned 
with moderate success until September last 
veur. Iu November, 1889, I was elected sec- 
retary of the Atlanta, Edgewood and Decatar 
Building and Loan Association, and conducted 
its affairs very successfully for some time. 
This, of course, took up a good portion of my 
time, and I gave up my position as a salaried 
employe in Major Bowie’s ottice and accepted a 
working interest in the business, which some- 
what reduced my income from that source. 

‘‘My connection with the building and Joan 
association brought me in contact with the 
money-borrowing community, and I gradually 
drifted 

Into the Money Brokerage Business, 


ou the 


thus leaving the 


andin the early part of 1800,in connection 


‘with Captain (. L. Anderson, and with his 


advice, I establislied the “Southern Invest- 
ment Agency,” our object being to bring 
money here from abroad to invest in 
real _ estate mortgages. Ll got wp 
and had printed’ in a twenty-two- 
page pamphlet valuable infermation and 
statistics regarding the real estate situation of 
the state in general and of Atianta in particu- 
lar. I had 10,000 of these pamphlets printed. 
J] purchased from the Investors’ Directory 
Company; of New York, the names of 6,000 
individual investors, for which I paid $155. 
To each of these 6,000 people I senta copy of 
this pamphlet and a carefully type-written 
letter. I got up a nice lineof station- 
ery, my printing bill altogether amounting 
to over two hundred dollars. Then the item 
of postage on the pamphlets, each of which 
was enclosed sealed, was $120. So that, alto- 
gether, I spent fully $600 getting the Southern 
Investment Agency in shape to do business, 

‘In the meautime, | was taking stock in 
different enterprises; had stock 1n three build- 
ing and loan associations, on which I was pay- 
ing $58 per month; had several shares of 
Mutual Printing Company stock, which I was 
paying up monthly; also had stock in two 
or three real estate companies. In fact, I dis- 
covered that I was loading myself up too 
much; but { borrowed from month to month, 
not caring to dispose of anything at a loss, and 
believing that everything I had on hand 

Would Pay if I Could Carry It. 

I had another object in taking stock in dif- 
ferent entegprises, and that was to extend my 
bisiness acquaintance in order to popularize 
niysel{, thereby securing a larger amount of 
fire insurance, for every one who knows 
anything about that business knows that 
the most popular man does the most business, 
as it goes peculiarly by favors, no one agent 
being able to offer any advantage in rates, etc., 
over another. 

“The summer was now coming on, and 
while [had numerous replies from people in 
the north and east in reference to real estate 
mortgages, etc., everybody knows how, about 
this time, the money market became very 
flat, and how aimost impossible it was to 
secure funds for regular channels of business, 
and of course there was none for real estate 
loans. I was not discouraged, however, and 
thought that to operate through an incorporated 
company would bring better results, and after 
talking the matter over with Captain Clifford 
Anderson again we concluded that there was 
room for another installment banking company, 
and after getting a number of At. 
lanta’s best business men, Mr. W. lL, 
Peel, Mr. Joe Hirsch, Mr. Ed Peters,

The investment agency had not made a cent 
and the money I had borrowed was becoming 
due, and so stringent had matters become that 
I was unable to renew my small notes. 
Then, thinking that times would shortly get 
better, I began encroaching on tunds for my 
own affairs, which should not have been 
touched that way. I kept my affairs up in 
this way until December, when, discovering 
that things were in such shape I couid not 
hope to get them straight in time to make a 
clear statement of the banking company’s 
affairs on January ist, I decided to gO away, 
[I was under bond, and knew the surety 
sompany would pay my shortage and that 
10ne of my persona! or business friends wovld 
suffer, and I sat go to a new location, make 
more money and repay the surety com . 

fe etry had any other havarin- ob 4 sth 
y triends and the directors of the bank- 
ngcompany tell me that if I had not gone 
away everything could have been settled; but 
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here I was, enjoying the confidence of At- 
lanta’s best people, and with my affairs 
in such shape that in no event.could I have 
hoped to retain the office of cashier of the 
banking company, and to resign that without 
giving a plausible reason would naturally lead 
to suspicion, and I just 
Didn't Have the Courage 

to face it. 

“T had in September given up my insurance 
business, except a partnership business 
in one company, and none of my 
other enterprises were in such 
shape that I could realize on them. I was re- 
duced for three months to the salary of 850 per 
month, which the banking company paid me, 
and my expeditures, besides household ex- 
penses, were about $90 per month. 

*‘And this thing going on for several months 
in the hone that I would shortly realize an in- 
creased income from other sources, it is easily 
understood how I would get be- 
hind. I have never used any money 
for other than legitimate purposes. 

“T hope to get this matter settled in sucha 
way as to avoid the extreme penalty. 

“I wish to express to my friends who have 
assisted me with their sympathy and those 
who helped me in a more substantia] way, my 
sincerest thanks. 

“To Captain Clifford Anderson and the 
directors of the banking company I am 
especially grateful for the considerations 
shown me.’’ 

At this juncture the conversation was inter- 
rupted by the sister of Mr. Morris, who had 
come to nake him her customary daily visit. 

Mr. Morris seems cheerful and confidently 
expects an early adjustment of all his financial 

difficulties.
